tom office and postofike were

ed in the present structure on Pleas- 
ant street, the older building bttcame 
a. rcciliiHlng office. 
Substitutes were 


maintained as prisoners on the upper 
lloor ,and during the agitation caused 
•by the Coppeilheads a six-inch gun 
was mu/.zled in the main entrance to* 
the building. Isaac Dow bought the 
building at auction May 11, 1S67, and 
upon death it reverted to his son, 
James II. Dow, the present owner.
